; sailors which had been doing guard 
‘ duty there for the past month. 
The navy men, who were about to 
' be replaced by a republican soldier 
guard and sent back to Kiel, ob- 
jected to the new ruling. As a pro- 
test against the action of the mili- 
tary commander, small squads of 
sailors attemtped demonstrations in 
the various parts of the downtown 
district. 

At a guardhouse in the Under den 
Linden, the sailors clashed with 
members of the new republican 
guard. Shots were exchanged and 
it is reported there were a number 
of casualties. 

A bullet entered the classroom in 
the University of Berlin of Profes- 
sor Winer Sombart, a well-knowne 
economist,. but no damage was done. 

The presence of the sailors in 
Berlin has been a source of dis- 
satisfaction among the troops re- 
turning from the front and friction 
frequently- has been apparent, 
Suspicion also is general that the 
bluejackets have learnings toward 
the Spartacus group. 

COUNT RANTZAU

WAR RESPONSIBILITY 


FIXED BY KAUTSKY. 

Washington, “soy owen poe 
sponsibility for the war_an O- 
longation is ascribed by Mr. Kautsky, 
commissary of the people at the 
German foreign office, to the fol- 
lowing in order: First, the German 
emperor and the crown prince; sec- 
ond, General Ludendorff and Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz; third, the great 
industrial concerns, and fourth, the 
pan-Germans. This view of Mr. 
Kautsky, who is examining docu- 
ments in the archives of the foreign 
ministry, was given to a correspond- 
ent of The Petit Parisien in an in- 
terview, quotations from which 
reached Washington today in offi- 
cial @dispatches. 

The documents so far examined, 
Katusky said, prove the truth of 
statements made by Dr. Muelhon, 
director of the Krupp factories, and 
by Prince Lichnowski, German am- 
bassador to England at the outbreak 
of the war, both of wuom have laid 
the war at Germany’s door. 

The first part of the documents 
relating to the cause of the war will 
be made public within a month, 
Kautsky said, and at the same time 
the Austrian government will pub- 
lish some of the documents found 
in the archives of the Ballplatz. 


_ Amnesty Is Retused 
Conscience Objectors 
By Secretary Baker 


Washington, December 24.—Secre- 
tary Baker declined today to grant 
general amnesty to 300 OF more 
conscientious objectors held in mili- 
tary custody for having refused to 
perform any kind of work in con- 
nection with the army after being 
called for service under the draft 


law. 

A committee, styling itself as rep- 
resenting the friends of conscien- 
tious objectors, ealled upon Mr. 
Baker to urge that blanket pardon 
be given the men in custody as a 
Christmas. present, and presented a 
petition said to bear 15,000 signa- 
tures. The secretary informed the 
committee that the cases involved 
Jiffered so radically from each other 
that it did not apear that any gen- 
eral policy could be laid down, but 
that each case must be dealt with on 
its merits. 

A commission is studying the 
problems for the war department, 
it was announced, and no formal 
statenrent of the attitude of the gov- 
ernment nor any final action on the 
cases could be expected until the re- 
port of this commisison had been 
received and studied.

New York, December 24.— The 
British government has notified the 
Commercial Cable company that it 
may assist the Western Union Tele- 
graph company in handling cable 
traffic from Great Britain while the 
latter company’s service is inter- 
rupted only “on condition that no 
control be exercised from America,” 
according to a statement issued here 
tonight by William J, Deegan, sec- 
retary of the MacKay company. 

“This means,” Mr. Deegan said, 
“that the cable companies must ig- 
nore any instructions from Mr. Bur- 


leson or his representatives, in so far 


as the operation of the cables land- 
ing in Great Britain are concerned. 
This message knocks Mr. Burleson’s 
cable control higher than a kite. 
The British government reftises, and 
rightly refuses, to allow the Ameri- 
can postmaster general to invade 
Great Britain, just as the American 
government would object to any at- 
tempt of the British postmaster 
genera] to dictate the operating ends 
of the American cables.”’

THEY SANG ‘DIXIE 
AND “SWEET HOME’ 


As Ship Entered New 
York Harbor — Nearly 
4,000 Soldiers Return 
From Service Overseas. 


New York, December 24.—In a cold | 


driving rain that in no way dampen- 
ed their ardor, 3,865 American troops 
came into port today aboard the 
big French liner France, Christmas 
eve ship of the fleet of transports 
that is bringing back the Ameri- 
can expeditionary force. It was the 
first time that the France has been 
in the harbor since 1915. 

As the ship steamed up the river, 
the men crowded the deck and rig- 
ging and sang “Home, Sweet Home, 
“Dixie,” “Hail, Hail, the Gang’s 
All Here” and answered their re- 
ception from ashore with more en- 
thusiasm than has been displayed 
heretofore on any transport. They 
seemed thoroughly to appreciate 
their good fortune in getting back 
the day before Christmas. Many of 
the troops were from Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi, lllinois and District of Co- 
lumbia. The total included 1,504 
wounded men, from nearly every 
State in the union, their injuries 
ranging trom bullet wounds in arms 
and legs to shell shock and cases 
which will require months of treat- 
ment, 

“Home for Christmas” Spirit. 

There were in waiting at the dock 
a military band, and delegations 
trom the canteen service of the 
American Red Cross. The enthusiasm 
and “home for Christmas” spirit that 
was displayed during the trip up 
the harbor was more than dou- 
bled as the ship rounded into her 
berth. : 

The well troops comprised the 
following: Headquarters division, 
bsd field artillery, six officers ana 
133 men; advance school detach- 
ment, lith division, twv officers, 
$3 men; 137th field artillery, supply 
company, ordnance detachment, 
medical corps, and Batteries C and 
f, totaling 18 officers and 482 men, 
being truups from Arkansas, Mis- 
Sissippi, Alabama, ILllinvis and the 
District of Columbia; casual cuom- 
pany No. 314 (negro), 2 officers, 
141 men; casual company No. 315, 
2 officers, 149 men; casual compa- 
nies Nos. 316, 317, 318 and 319, 2 
officers and 140 men each.

Survived Airplane Falls. 

The France's passengers included 
Lieutenant Nathan C, Post, of Cleve- 
land, who had the experience of 


surviving two airplane falls while. : 
_entirely out of the way. 


the pilot on each occasion was kill- 
ed by enemy bullets. He was award- 
ed the Cross or War. 

Lieutenant Post's first fall, begun 
at a height of 13,000 feet, after his 
driver, Robert Cole, had been 
dled with bullets. Post climbed 
from the observer's seat to the pi- 
lot’s while the machine was de- 
scending and guided the plane back 
to the American lines, bringing 
Cole’s body with him. Post himself 
was shot in the chin. On the sec- 
ond occasion Post's pilot, Charles 
Morrison, of Dallas, Texas, was 
shot dead and the two men crashed 
to earth in the machine. Post was 
rendered unconscious, his leg broken 
and he had been shot through the 
lung. 

Colonel Asher Miner, of Wilkes- 
barre, Pa., another of the wounded, 
learned after landing that he had 
been awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal for heroism in action 
at Apremont on October 4. 

Lieutenant Robert C, Hall, of St. 
Paul, Minn., a medical officer of 
the 18th infantry, first division, and 
later on the staff of General Frank 
Parker, bore four wounds and the 
Croix de Guerre with three cita- 
tions. He was first decorated by 
General Mangin at Soissons for lo- 
cating a lost battalion of troops on 
July 22. 

Saw 4! of His Men Killed. 

Lieutenant Edwin C. Garrett, of 
Biggs, Cal., and attached to the 
316th Signal battalion, saw 42 of 
51 of his men killed by an explod- 
ing ‘shell that burst on a switch- 
board that they were installing in 
an advance field telephone station 
at Dead Mar’'s hill on October 1. 
The lieutenant was badly injured. 

Private Albert J. Kail, of Compa- 
ny K, 110th regiment, 28th division, 
was wounded and captured at Cha- 
teau Thierry when forty of his 
platoon was killed. He was taken 
to the German prison camp at Ras- 
tatt, where, he declares, the condi- 
tions were frightful. There were 
only three nurses to $00 men and 
paper bandages were used. He es- 
caped in company with a lieutenant, 
a French interpreter and four ma- 
rines by riding under trains to Metz 
after they had fought their way 
through the prison guards. 
TRANSPORT SAILS 
FOR UNITED STATES. 

Washington, December 24.—Sail- 
ing of the transport Princeso Mat- 
cika from France on December 2 
with 3,000 troops, including 7090 
sick and wounded, was announced 
today by the war department. _The 
ship will dock at Newport News 
about January 2.

“I hope that it will cheer the people at home to know 
that I find their boys over here in fine form and in fine spirits, 
esteemed by all those with whom they have been associated 
in the war, and trusted wherever they go, and they will also, 
I am sure, be cheered by the knowledge of the fact that 
throughout the great nations with which we have been asso- 
ciated in this war public opinion strongly sustains all pro- 
posals for a just and lasting peace and a close co-operation 
of the self-governing peoples of the world in making that 
peace secure after its present settlements are formulated. 
Nothing could constitute a more acceptable Christmas reas- 
surance than the sentiments which I find everywhere preva-

One Battalion of the 82d 
Division Among Troops 
Reviewed—After Spend- 
ing Christmas Day at 
Chaumont President and 
Party Will Leave for 
England. 


24.— President 
Wilson left Paris tonight for a 
week's trip, which take him 
to American army headquarters at 
Chaumont and to England. He was 
Wilson, Rear 
Admiral Grayson and a small party. 


The president is traveling by milf- 
tary train and will reach Chaumont 
Christmas morning, 

The President will spend twelve 
hours in the Chaumont region, 
where he will take Christmas din- 
ner with the men at their mess and 
review 10,000 American’ soldiers. - 
Later he will inspect the billets in 
several of the villages, and, re- 
turning to Chaumont will be the 
Euest of General Pershing and his 
staff. 

The president will leave American 
headquarters at 6 o’clock Wednes- 
day evening for Calais, and on 
Thursday morning will embark ona 
warship for England. As far as is 
known here there will be no further 
changes in the president’s program 
in England unless the British gov- 
ernment suggests them. 

Making Peace Slow Work. 

With his return to Paris from 
England on New Year’s the presi- 
dent hopes the most necessary pre- 
liminary organization work of the 
American commission will be com- 
pleted. The business of beginning 
to make peace may get under way 
if by then the other governments 
concerned have named their dele- 
gates.

The announcement of the presi- 
dent’s intention to share the Ameri- 
can soldiers’ mess on Christmas day 
has appealed strongly to French 
sentiment, which is always touched 
by attentions to the “poilus” and 
to the soldiers of the allied armies. 

With regard to the president's ap- 
proaching visit to England, it is sur- 
mised that in addition to the social 
functions of his stay, the occasion 
may arise for the discussion of im- 
portant sv cts with the British 
statesmen, and the president is pre- 
pared for such an eventuality. It

Since the end of the social func- 
tions in Paris in connection with 
the president's visit here, his confer- 
ences with various American offi- 
cials, with the evident purpose of 
familiarizing himself v th the de- 
tails of the important questions to 
be discussed, have been closely fol- 
lowed by the French public, as have 
been his exchanges of views with 
the statesmen of other nations.

Will Eat With Troops. 

President Wilson's movements 
while he is with the army, which 
were at first entirely in the 
hands of General Pershing, have 
been changed in one respect. Mr. 
Wilson insisted upon taking Christ- 
mas dinner with the troops 
and eating from a mess kit with 
the soldiers about him. He _ will 
have formal dinner with General 
Pershing and his officers later. 
After reviewing the troops, the 
president will deliver an address. 

Leaving Chaumont late on Christ- 
mas day, the president will travel by 
military train to Calais, where he 
will arrive the next morning. He 
will cross the channel by the short- 
est route, landing at Dover and go- 
ing directly to London to begin a 
round of engagements and confer- 
ences which will occupy his time 
unti} the following Tuesday, when 
he leaves for Paris. 

Battalion From 82d Division. 

On hi: arriva’? at Chaumont to 
visitthe American army, the presi- 
dent will be met by General Persh- 
ing, the French genera! commanding 
in the district, the prefect and 
mayor of Chaumont, French and 


American guards of honor, and an 


American band. After his reception 
at the city hall, the president will 
review 10,000 troops, composed 
of one infantry battalion from 
each of these divisions: Sixth, Twen-

Royal Suite for Wilsens. 


The “Belgian suite” in Bucking- 
ham palace, which the president and 
Mrs. Wilgon will occupy during 
their stay in London, is on the first 
floor of the palace, facing the gar- 
den where King George and Queen 
Mary reviewed the American doc- 
tors and nurses oon after tne 
United States entered the war. 
Probably one of the most phand- 
somely furnished of the seven rooms 
comprising the suite is the “Span- 
ish room,” which is intended for a 
dressing room. On either side of 
the handsomely decorated fireplace 
there stands remarkable Buhl cabi- 
rets. These and other cabinets in 
the room, of ormolu and silver of 
antique design, are considered of 
great value. 

The sitting room is known as the 
“eighteenth century room” because 
its pictures formerly were all cf 
that period. Some of these which 
were removed during the days of 
the air raids together with other 
pictures and art works of the pal- 
ace, have not yet been replaced. One 
of the bedrooms is known as the 
“Orleans room” for the reason that 
the pictures are for the most part 
those of the Orleans family. 

The “pink dressing room” with 
the decorations of the color indi- 
cated by its name, is at the dis- 
posal of the president for either a 
dressing or a writing room. It cun- 
tains a magnificent old writing 
oe and other furniture of sandal 
wood. 


Willson to Visit sother’s Home. 


Carlisle, England, December 24.— 
The visit of President Wilson to 
the home of his maternal grand- 
father in Carlisle on Sunday will 
be almost coincident with his sixty- 
second birthday, which occurs 
Saturday. 

The president will attend wor- 
ship in the Lowther Street Congre- 
gational church, of which his 
grandfather was pastor for fifteen 
years, and will visit the scenes of 
his mother’s early childhood. The 
pastor of the church has invited 
him ‘to make an address at the 
morning service. Arrangements are 
not yet completed to offer the 
president the freedom of the city 
and it is doubtful if the presenta- 
tion can be made while he is here. 

The president’s grandfather left 
few records of his ministry here. 
Doubt regarding the house where 
the Rev. Woodrow lived was 
dispelled yesterday by a man 90 
years old who was a pupil at the 
Rev. Woodrow’s academy. Docu- 
mentary evidence also has been 
found. 

The document says: 

“The Rev. Mr. Woodrow resided 
for some time in the chapel on 
Annetwell street, but his income 
from the church was so small and 
his family was increasing so that 
he was obliged to open a school. 
He removed to Cavendish place to 
a house that had pillars at the 
door. His income from the church 
at the time of his resignation was 
only about £50 a year.” 

It has been reported incorrectly 
that the president’s grandmother 
was buried in Carlisle. She accom- 
panied her husband to America. 
They landed in New York on their 
way to Canada and she became ill 
and died in New York.

Only 650 deaths 
are included in the lists, while 299 are reported missing, and 2,462 
wounded in action. Of the deaths included 273 were reported killed in 
action, 206 died from wounds, and 144 died of disease. Including the 
latest lists only 10,540 have been reported to have died from wounds, 
while 15,981 have been reported to have died of disease. No marine 
casualties are in¢luded in Tuesday aftérnoon’s and Wednesday morn- 
ing’s list. The total of army and marine casualties reported to date lack 
a few thousand less than the 200,000 mark.

prevent the recurrence of such a catastrophe 
there should be formed a League of Free Na- 
tions, as universal as possible, based upon — 
and pledged that the security of cach state shall 
rest upon the strength of the whole. imitiat- 
ing nucleus of the membership of the League 
should be the nations associated as belligerents 
in winning the war. : 

The League should aim at promoting the 
liberty, progress, and fair economic o ity of 
all — and the orderly development of the 
world.

2. For questions that are not justiciable in 
their character. a Council of Conciliation, as media- 
tor, which shall hear, consider, and make recom- 
mendations; and fails acquiescence by the 
parties concerned, the League shall determine 
what action, if any, shall be taken. 

3. An administrative organization for the con- 
duct of affairs of common interest, the srotection 


and care of backward regions and international- 
ized places, and such matters as have been jointiv 
administered before and during the war.

IBRITTAIN STRESSES 


HEALTH IN SCHOOLS 


In making plans for Georgia's 
schools during the new year, State 
Superintendent of Schools M. L. 
Brittain requests especially that 
county superintendents and boards 
co-operate with the state depart- 
ment in giving emphasis to three 
important points: Health inspec- 
tion, remodeled school rooms and 
school buildings. 

There is in each county, created 
by the legislature, a board of 
health, and in some of the counties, 
the Ellis law, creating boards of 
health, is being enforced, but not 
in all, and it is the desire of the 
_ Superintendent that other 
counties should get in line with the 
law. Superintendent Brittain asks 
nspection of the health of 
pupils be stressed in the institute 


work, and requests that supervisors 
five talks upon the importance of 


| Seneral inspection of health in the 


schools. Peachers are 
O give aid in the health ins ection 
work. In Speaking of the " ahaa 
subjects Mr. Brittain states: 
- Wherever there is a county physician 
e€ superintendent should co-operate with 
the supervisor in securing his services. In 
other, instances, volunteer aid of local 
physicians should be requested in order to 
show teachers and parents the importance 
of this work. Snelling’s eye test will be 
used and the general physical condition of 
the child, where subnormal as to weight or 
otherwise, will be noted and teachers given 
all possible aid so that they may make con- 
stant examination of their pupils and re- 
port danger signs to parents. In particular 
is this necessary at this time, when we 
are having so much trouble with influenza. 
No werk could be more important than 
proper training as to healthful living. and 
we shall have the appreciated aid of mem- 
bers of the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college faculty, as well as of representatives 
from the State College of Agricuiture. 

‘During the recent enlistment, the Army 
War college states that 33 per cent of the 
men examined were disqualified for phys- 
ical reasons, on account of defects. one- 
half of which could have heen remedied by 
proper physical education in the schools, 

The supervisors will also urge increased 
emphasis upon proper school rooms. In gey- 
eral counties the windows have heen re- 
arranged, cloak rooms constructed. walls 
tinted, seats arranged and floors oiled go 
that the teachers, parents and pupils might 
know how simple. and economic a matter 
it is to have these honses in which their 
children pass so much of their time proper- 
ly arranged. In several village and rural 
schools of one or more rooms, rough sur- 
roundings and conditions have been changed 
until the whole community felt happy, as 
the authorities at Woodland. in Talbot: Gib- 
son, in Glascock: Rayle, in Wilkes: Tin- 
colnton, in Lincoln, and Dearing, in Me- 
Duffie, will testify. Such a room or house 
would present the best possible object les- 
son to all the schools of a county and if 
the supervisors can get the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the local authorities, important and 
lasting benefit can be secured. 

*“‘No school should be built except by 
approved plans of the superintendent and 

ard. If you have none on hand. consult 
your supervisor or write to the state de- 
partment of education and these will be sent 
you at once. 

‘fA school building improperly constructed 
will testify for years in impressive silence 
to the ignorance or carelessness of edueca- 
tional authorities. Sometimes these changes 
will cost more; frequently there will not 
he an extra expense of a dollar: but even 
if this should be the case, the extra fundc 
should be provided if we really mean what 
we say about the education of our children. 

‘In conclusion, let me remind you that 
yon have the name and address of every 
child from 6 to 18 vears of age as the re- 
sult of the census which we have recently 
completed, and I ask every superintendent 
to keep these at hand and sree to it that 
the United States census—only a year and 
a half away—does not find you with any 
neglected, illiterate boys and girls who 
should have had educational training.”’
